The  many  loving  hearts,  and  willing 
hands,  spread  the  tables  with  all  the 
goodies,  decking  each  plate  with  those 
speaking  paintings,  and  fragrant  ladened 
flowers  which  God  gives  so  generously 
in  the  rosy  moDth  of  June.  Large  bou¬ 
quets  adorned  the  centre  of  the  tables. 

One  dainty  after  another  was  added 
(the  tables  fairly  groaned  under  the 
sweetness)  until  the  picture  baffled  des¬ 
cription,  for  beauty  and  comfort-  As  one 
remarked,  “I  never  saw  so  beautiful  a 
sight,  wish  we  had  an  amateur  photo¬ 
grapher,  it  is  worthy  of  a  picture,”  and 
another  said,  “I  have  never  attended  a 
picnic  before,  I  think  this  must  be  a 
model  one.”

A  driving  accident  that  may  result  fa¬ 
tally  to  one  of  the  party  occurred  at 
Brick  Church  about  5.30  o’clock  Satur¬ 
day  afternoon.

A  very  successful  industrial  exhibition 
was  given  at  the  Eastern  District  School, 
on  Saturday  afternoon.  It  was  the  first 
given  by  an  Essex  county  public  school, 
and  among  the  2§1  persons  outside  of 
scholars  of  the  school  who  were  present 
during  the  afternoon,  “were  County  Super¬ 
intendent  Davis,  Principal  Taylor  of  New¬ 
ark  ;  Principal  Maxwell,  of  South  Grange* 
Mr.  Pennoyer,  of  the  Ashland  School,  and 
many  public  and  private  school  teachers. 
The  work  of  the  scholars  of  each  class 
was  displayed  in  their  own  class  room. 
Upon  the  first  floor  were  the  primary 
rooms,  and  as  the  visitors  ascended  to  the 
second  and  third  floors  the  interest  in 
the  exhibit  increased.  In  the  youngest 
class  rooms  were  exhibited,  besides  fancy 
and  industrial  work,  examples  of  work  in 
the  kindergarten  system.  The  exhibits 
in  the  grammar  school  were  all  interest 
ing,  consisting  of  blackboard  work  in  de¬ 
sign  and  object  drawings,  writing,  be¬ 
sides  industrial  work  by  the  boys,  fancy 
work  by  the  girls,  etc.  Naturally,  the 
exhibit  of  the  higher  department  wa§  of 
the  most  interest,  and  the  display  made 
by  them  was  very  fine.  Included  in  this 
display  was  an  exhibit  of  the  woods  of 
Essex  county,  consisting  of  forty-five  va¬ 
rieties,  showing  the  bark,  the  grain  pol¬ 
ished  and  unpolished,  and  the  leaves  of 
each  variety.

Prohibitions &t  Ot 

Cotivention. 

A  party  that  sajf  it  is  right  to  sell  si 
all  cannot  be  trusted  to  enforce  the  liquor 
laws.  The  liquor  traffic  is  the  crime  of 
crimes.  Every  Oofemon  Council  or  Ex¬ 
cise  Board  that  lisensee  this  traffic  is 
equally  guilty  with  the  bar  tender.  Every 
man  who  votes  the  ticket  of  a  party  that 
supports  the  liqucd  traffic  is  on  a  par 
with  the  bar- tend#.  Every  man  who, 
against  the  dictates  of  his  conscience, 
votes  either  the  Refnblioan  or  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  ticket,  is,  in  fret,  a  bar-tender,  with 
his  sleeves  rolled  qp,  dishing  out  liquid 
damnation  to  his  follow-men.  There  is 
only  one  door  by  which  we  can  enter  to 
destroy  the  liquor  traffic,  and  that  is  pro¬ 
hibition.  If  any  taan  attempts  to  climb 
up  by  another  way,  he  is  a  thief  and  a 
robber. 

Alderman  Color  to  a  Jersey  City  re¬ 
porter. 

Personally,  I  am  a  Prohibitionist,  and  I 
believe  that  prohibition  is  the  only  true 
solution  to  the  liquor  question.  However, 
that  don’t  seem  to  Ibe  practicable  here  in 
Jeroey  City  at  the  present  time,  but  the 
next  best  thing  is  io  reduce  the  number 
of  saloons.  Eleven  or  twelve  hundred 
saloons  in  a  town  like  this  are  too  many. 
The  Board  of  Aldermen  have  the  power 
to  license,  regulate  and  prohibit  the  sale 
of  liquor  in  Jersey  City.  My  plan  would 
be  to  pass  an  ordinance,  allowing  one  sa¬ 
loon  to  every  thousand  inhabitants,  by 
districts,  and  then  put  up  the  licenses  at 
public  auction.  In  this  way  there  would 
be  about  155  salons  in  the  city,  find  the 
revenue  deriv  'd  amount  to  about 

$500,000  a  year.

That  it  is  good  law,  reason  and  logic, 
that  all  who  aid,  abet,  procure,  hire,  coun 
sel,  or  in  any  way  assist  in  the  commis¬ 
sion  of  a  crime,  are  guilty  of  the  crime 
though  not  present  at  the  commission 
thereof,  and  therefore  we  affirm  that  all 
who  license,  or  in  any  way  favor  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  this  traffic,  and  all  Legiala 
tures  which  license,  and  all  political  par¬ 
ties  which  favor  license,  and  all  men  who 
vote  for  parties  which  lioense,  or  for  p&i* 
ties  which  will  not  declare  for  prohibition 
(where  there  is  a  Prohibition  party)  do 
make  themselves  accessory  to  the  liquor 
crime  and  “equally  guilty”  with  the  man 
who  carries  on  the  traffic.
